THE BANKERS AND THE PEOPLE. 


The Post-Dispatch has repeatedly as- 
serted, without any intention of being 
invidious, but simply as honest recog- 
nition of a fact, that the bankers do not 
and cannot represent the people. 

This statement has been questioned 
in letters to the Post-Dispatch wherein 
it has been urged that the contact.of 
bankers with the people gives them ex- 
ceptional opportunities to learn their 
sentiments and determine the best meth- 
ous of promoting their interests. But the 
correctness of the Post-Dispateh’s view 
is demonstrated by the action of the Mis- 
gsouri Bankers’ Association at Jefferson 
City. 

Bankers from every part of the State 
were in attendance at the convention, 
The small towns as well as the large 
cities were represented, yet the Associa- 
tion adopted a resolution on the money 
question which is utterly opposed to the 
opinion of a large majority of the people 
of the State, irrespective of party affili- 
ations. It declared against the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver and specifi- 
cally in favor of the present gold stan- 
dard. It demanded the maintenance of 
the present standard of value with silver 
used only as token money and redeema- 
ble in gold. In short, the Association 
indorsed the gold standard with credit 
money issued on it by corporations. 

The Asgociation’s platform is opposed 
by four-fifths of the people of Missouri 
and the bankers who adopted it know 
this to be a fact. There is not a banker 
in the State who, if he would tel] the 
truth, would not admit that it is opposed 
to the wishes, sentiments, convictions and 
interests of the people. 

This was so at Memphis. It was so at 

Jefferson City. It will always be so at 
meetings of a class held to consider ways 
and means to promote its special inter- 
‘ests, They have no relation to the peo- 
ple’s wishes, the people's sentiments or 
the people's interests.

THE MONEY QUESTION. 


NO. X.—MONEY AND SOVEREIGNTY. 

The coining of money is and always has 
been a function of sovereignty. Caesar's 
image and-superscription on the Roman 
penny clearly denoted Caesar’s suprem- 
acy; and the eagle or goddess of liberty, 
with the words, “United States of Amer- 
lea,“ on our coins, not only makes them 
lawful money of the country, but guar- 
antees their weight and fineness. 

But the issue of representative paper 
money is a function of sovereignty also, 
and banking corporations and individ- 
uals are not allowed to issue such money 
without an act of Congress or the State 
Legislature. 

Our experience shows that the entrust- 
ing of this vastly important right to pri- 
vate individuals and corporations is un- 
wise, for the individuals and corpora- 
tions too often abuse the authority com- 
mitted to them. It is a part of the sov- 
ereignty, and they sometimes employ it 
against the public good; as when, under 
President Arthur’s administration, the 
Eastern national banks attempted to de- 
feat and did defeat the Carlisle 3 per 
cent bond bill by suddenly contracting 
the currency volume, to the serious in- 
jury of the country. 

The Government should furnish all the 
money of the country. It alone coins 
metal money and it alone should issue 
representative paper money. Not that 
it should go into banking. It should 
simply receive deposits of metal money 
and keep them safe in its strong vaults 
and issue paper money notes against 
them. The banks should receive deposits 
and make discounts. 

The people grow more and more averse 
every year to handling large sums of 
hard money. .They prefer good paper 
currency based on deposits of hard money 
and redeemable in hard money on de- 
mand. 

At present we have five kinds of paper 
money, viz.: Greenbacks, or treasury 
notes; gold certificates, payable in gold; 
silver certificates, payable in silver; cur- 
rency certificates, and national bank 
notes. Under a wise system based on the 
free coinage of both silver and gold there 
would need to be only one kind—coin 
certificates issued against and redeem- 
able in gold and silver money.

HONEST MEAT INSPECTION. 


Under the prodding of the Post-Dis- 
patch and the New York World Secretary 
Morton has discovered that he has power 
to prevent the sale of diseased meats to 
the American people by the Beef Trust, 
officially .stamped as “inspected” and 
presumably wholesome, 

Under the new regulations for the in- 
spection of meat inspectors are required 
to tank all diseased meats, and if the 
owners will not consent to the tanking 
of the condemned carcasses the inspec- 
tors must stamp them “condemned.” 
Packers are required to give monthly 
statements of the disposition of such 
condemned meats, and express compa- 
nies and common carriers are warned not 
to convey them into another State. 

In ordering all diseased meat not 
tanked to be marked condemned,“ Sec- 
retary Morton has adopted the practical 
suggestion of the Post-Dispatch. There 
can be no doubt of its effectiveness, Un- 
der the old fraudulent method of mark- 
ing them “inspected,” it was impossible 
for the dealer or consumer to tell whether 
the meat was sound or diseased. But 
with the diseased meat plainly marked 
“condemned,” the owners cannot dispose 
of it as good meat except at great peril. 
It cannot be shipped from one State to 
another and local dealers cannot be de- 
ceived, and local inspectors will be ena- 
bled to prevent dishonest dealers from 
imposing it upon the public. 

The strict enforcement of these regu- 
lations will afford protection to the public | 
from Beef Trust frauds. It will do much 
to take away the reproach and distrust 
attached to the United States Bureau of 
Animal Industry and the meat trade.

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OVERHEAD WIRES 
MUST COME DOWN. 
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City Now Has the Power to Force 
Wires Underground. 


THE SUBWAY MUDDLE. 


The St. Louis Underground Service Co. 
Seems to Have a Practical Mo- 
nopoly in Sight. 


The corporations interested in the use 
and sale of electricity in St. Louis now real- 
12e that there is more in the decision of the 
State Supreme Court against the Laclede 
Gaslight Company than appeared at first 
reading, According to the interpretation of 
the decision by City Counselor Marshall, the 
Supreme Court affirms the absolute right 
of the city to force all wire- using compan- 
jes to place their wires underground, pro- 
viding there is a method for getting under- 
ground, and the city does not necessarily 
have to furnish the method. | 

If the city follews this policy by taking 
action promptly the perplexing wire prob- 
lem may be soon solved. If the city should 
simply say to the wire-using companies, 
“Get underground,” the question would 
arise, How can these companies go under- 
ground?’ 

First, there is no municipal subway, and 
the city, by the limitations of its charter, 
cannot raise the money to build one. Even 
if a municipal subway were in existence it 
is claimed by City Counselor Marshall that 
the city could not force, the companies to 
place their wires in it, especially if there 
were another method equally as good at 
hand. All the city can say is simply this: 
„Get underground.“ 

But each company cannot go underground 
in its own conduit, if it desired to build one, 
because there is not room in the streets for 
these various wire- using companies to build 
and occupy separate conduits. 

Then the question arises: Is there any 
method at hand by which the companies 
can get under ground?’ The only answer 
that can be given is that the only method 
now apparent is provided by the St. Louis 
Underground Service Co., which already has 
a conduit built and is ready to receive busi- 
ness. This method is under a cloud at pres- 
ent. The charter of the St. Louis Under- 
ground Service Co. is being questioned as to 
its validity, and the matter is now before 
the Supreme Court. A decision is expected 
about June 25. 

As the wire problem stands at present, 
the city has the power to force the wires 
under ground, providing there is a method 
for getting under ground, but there is no 
method, so far, at hand. 

The solution of the problem hinges largely 
on the coming decision of the Supreme 
Court as to the validity of the charter of 
the St. Louis Underground Service Co. 


While this corporation is composed of pri- 


vate individuais, the nature of its uses 
makes it of a semi-public character. 

This corporation was granted a franchise 
by the city giving it the right to construct 
and maintain conduits, pipes, mains and 
conductors in the streets for the purpose of 
distributing electric and other wires, and 
also giving the corporation the power of a 
common carrier by permitting it to lease 
space in its conduits to other persons or 
companies. The corporation obtained its 
franchise in 1889, and by the terms of the 
ordinance spent $60,000, it is said, in con- 
structing a conduit. But at that time the 

ublic had not learned of the danger lurk- 
ng in the wires overhead, so the St. Louis 


Underground Service Co. found no custo- 


mers, and it was almost forgotten and its 
franchise looked upon as a visionary 
scheme. 
When the wire problem became all im- 
——— to the city, then the St. Louis Un- 
erground Service Co. suddenly sprang into 
notice again, and the wire-using companies 
began 8 2 as to the validity of its 
charter. hen the Underground company 
one day made a contract to carry the wires 
of the Postal Telegraph Co. underground 
the other wire-using companies became 
t for they saw that the pressure 
of public opinion would sooner or later drive 
all wires underground: these other wire- 
using les immediately attacked the 
the company’s charter. The 
claim was made that if the city did not 
have the t to construct a subway of its 
own and force the companies to place their

The banker 
may use his pleasure about making the de- 
mand, and in case no demand is made the 
paper cannot legally be protested until after 
demand and non-payment on Monday.
